LOCAL GOVERNMENTS EAT TAXES^, 
Every. citizen should pay closer attention to local gov- 
ernment units. .1' 
Governor Meier of Oregon recently said that in his 
state out of $50,000,000 raised for taxes, less than 
$7,000,000 goes for state purposes while the remaining 
$43,000,000 represents local levies. 

We will not have lower taxes until wc demand effi- 
ciency and economy from every local official, as well as 
from United States Senators and high state officials.

AN OBJECT LESSON FOR ALL 
Here is something for the tax assessors to think aboutt 
According to the Chicago Tribune, only a fourth of 
the owners of personal property in Cook county. Illinois, 
arc assessed for taxes and fewer than a fifth of those as- 
sessed pay anything. Those who pay are only 4.99 per 
cent of the ownera. 

In Chicago only one out of fifty owners of personality 
pay. In the country town, one pays out of each five own- 
ers. Thus, of the owners of personal property, ten times 
as many pay in the country towns as within Chicago. 

These are some of the deductions obtained from a study 
made of the 1929 taxes by County Treasurer Joseph D. 
McDonough. . 

Rural members of the Illinois revenue committee have 
urged a vigorous enforcement of the personal property 
laws, while some Chicago members have urged that a 
strict enforcement would drive personal property out of 

Chicago. 

If ten times as many pay personal property taxes in 
country towns as in Chicago, a good way for the state 
to collect on Chicago personal prperty now escaping, 
would be to drive it out of the city into the country, 
where it could be checked up. 



A MORAL FOR "REFORMERS" 
Those who advocate anti-revolver and pistol laws be- 
cause of the prevalence of crime are on shaky ground. 
The sawcd-off shotgun and sub-machine gun arc the mod- 
ern weapons whose operation involves little skill and 
whose destructive powers are a thousand times that of 
any small arm. 

It is not improbable that crime flourishes today partly 
because so few homes and offices are protected by arms. 
A good many cities and states have rigid anti-gun ordi- 
nances, and in others the requirements for owning a wea- 
pon arc so involved that the average citizen docs not go 
through the necessary red tape. This is not an argument 
in favor of all of us going about the streets armed — but 
it certainly is evidence of a condition which gives poten- 
tial law-breakers an advantage by making it difficult for 
the law-abiding citizen to protect his home or place of 
business. 

Wc have done many absurd things in the name of 
crime prevention. Wc have passed liberty-restricting 
laws, thus giving us more laws to break. Wc have penal- 
ized the good citizen in the hope that this ordinance or 
that would miraculously cut down crime. As. a result, 
the United States is the greatest law-breaking civilized 
country on earth. There is a sound moral here, if the 

"reformers" care to look for it.

A nationwide move to fight Com- 
munism and to got tlie government 
out of private business was launched 
last week at tlio O. O. P. rally, with 
the filing at Springfield of an applica- 
tion for a charter for the Federation 
of American Busineaa. 

Temporary ^organizations had beoa 
functioning for several months, but 
application for a charter was withheld 
until twenty states had been brought 
into the fedemtlon, It was announced. 

Tweoty-two major Industries, In- 
cluding a large represontation for far- 
mere, agricultural trades, rallroada, 
public utilities, and labor, were repre- 
aented at a conference at tho Union 
League Club, Chicago, Tuesday night, 
at which the ponnuanont organization 
was voted. 

Two of the leading incorporatorrf 
are Bernard W. Snow, long active In 
Chicago Republican ipolltlca, and J. A. 
O. Preuaa, Chicago lawyer, former Re- 
publican governor of Minnesota, 0111- 
cera and directors will be announced 
ImmedUitely on- the /granting of tho 
charter, it was stated at Chicago head- 
quarters. 

Upholds Private Enterprise 

The purpose of the federation la to 
put an end to the undermining of the 
principles of American government by 
the encroachment of Sochillam and 
Communism, which is taking form by 
putting the government into competi- 
tion with private Initiative in aoorea 
of different induatriea and businesses.

TO PROPOSE AN 
AMENDMENT TO 
FINN PAUPER ACT 

Conditions under the Finn pauper 
act, which transferred the burden d 
the poor from the county to the town- 
ships, when the townships are pre- 
vented by legal reatrlctlona from rais- 
ing money for the poor until spring, 
have become so acute thai direct ac- 
tion for relief will be proposed at the 
coming special session of the general 
asisembly, through a ' resolution to 
amend the act, it was learned this 
week.

Chimney Fires 
Preventable, Ins. 
Man Declares 

Defective chlmnoyn, together wllh 
BtovoH, furnncea. hollora. ami their j 
pipes, are probolily the largest pre- 
ventable causes of lire, says Mr John- 
son, of tho Johnson Insurance Agency. 
It does not pay to take It for grnnteil 
that, because your have had no trou- 
ble with your chimney thu.i far. It 
docs not need attention. Soot accumu- 
lates rapidly In chlmneygi and In 
pipes, and every properly owner 
should see that tills soot Is rcnu>vod 
at frequent Intervals. 

There are, of course, concerns In 
nearly every community thnt make n 
practice of cleaning chimneys, hut ynn 

can do this work yourself without any 
special eaulpmenL One way of doing 
a good jo4i is to tie a window welRht 
or similar object on the end of a rope. 
A burlap bag may he wrapped arouufl 
the weight and secured to the ntpp- 
Lot this down tho chimney when there 
1st no (Ire in stoves or funiace. l! will 
remove tho nccunuilation of soot from 
the sides of the chimney. This shcuhl 
then bo cleaned out at tho bottom of 
the chimney which Is. or should be, 
provided with a cleauout door for this 
purposo. 

In tho cleaning process, Htove pipes 
should not be neglectetl. They should 
be taken down and ihoroughly 
cleaned. 

By taking these simple precautions 
you will avoid nmny chimney flrfs. 
many of which prove serloiiH. If your 
chimney should catch Are, .Mr. John- 
son miggcsts the following action. The 
first thing to do Is to cla^e all draft.% 

Including the check draft, cutting oft 
as much as possible the supply of oxy- 
gen that will further fee<I the tire. 
Throw plenty of conunon salt right on 
the fire in stove or funiacc. 

If tlio chimney Is so hot that there 
Is danger of igniting adjacent wooil- 
work, or If its condition Is had and 
Bparks arc. coming through cracks, If 



8p.irk8 and glowing particles from tho 
top of the chimney are blowing 
against a dry wood Bhingle roof or if 
for any other reajion you hellero that 
(ho building IH in danger of catching 
nre, coil ymir Are department at once. 
It does not pay to take any chances 
with (Ire, 

Tho grnit majority of chimney llrcff 
are preventable, snys Mr. Johnfon, 
und It is most Imp.irtant that chim- 
neys and plpe« should be thoroughly 
cleanc.1 and Inspoclwl nt least twice
